The United Kingdom absorbed 523,521 cases of 
California canned fruits during the four months end- 
ed April 3c, 1905, compared with 510,000 cases during 
the same period of the present year. The slight 
shrinking amounts to nothing, for imports of Califor- 
nia canned fruits into the United Kingdom during the 
single month of April, 1905, were 80,492 cases, while 
in April, 1906, importations were more than double 
that quantity, or, to be exact, 199,074 cases. 

*- * * 

Dr. Wiley thinks that a national food law would 
without doubt ultimately affect the state laws through 
amendatory action by the various legislatures. In this 
connection he says that “It seems only reasonable to 
suppose that the states will gradually adopt the defini- 
tion of adulteration and misbranding contained in the 
national law, and also the standards by which food 
products are judged. Thus the offense of adulterat- 
ing or misbranding foods will doubtless be the same in 
all-the states, ultimately, as that prescribed in the na- 
tional law.” Uniformity would be welcomed by all 
classes of food manufacturers.

Reporting on the general business situation, R. G. 
Dun & Co. say that “Ample rains throughout the farm- 
ing regions provided the most important commercial 
feature of last week, large crops being essential to a 
maintenance of national prosperity at the maximum 
position recently attained. Manufacturing plants are 
well occupied and building operations are heavy.” 
Bradstreet’s says of the business situation over the 
country: “Settled bright spring weather favors the 
passage of large quantities of products into final con- 
sumption, as evidenced by the reports of expanded re- 
tail trade, of enlarged jobbing reorder business, and 
of trade at first hands in excess of the volume usual 
at this season of the year. Reports from the lead- 
ing industries are of sustained great activity except 
in some few divisions of the fuel and iron trades, 
where strikes curtail operations slightly. The crop 
situation is, on the whole, quite cheerful, the only 
drawback being the irregular distribution of rainfall 
in different districts.” Commenting on commercial 
conditions in the Chicago district, Dun & Co. say: 
“Raw material markets exhibit steadiness in demand 
and values, with a slight advance in copper and tin- 
plate. The marketing of crops shows further gain, 
and this swells the circulation of money throughout 
the interior. Western railroad traffic has become ex- 
ceptionally heavy with the increased marketing of 
products.”

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Price and Demand. 


HE effect of price on demand will not be ques- 
tioned by any person familiar with canned 
goods conditions during the last several years. 

sa [he enormous consumption of corn is a strik- 
ing illust ration of the fact that an exceptionally low 
market price furnishes a powerful stimulus to demand. 

Consumption of this article has expanded to a greater 
extent than anyone anticipated. The volume of sales 
have been running far ahead of normal. For that 
matter, they have been in excess of the sales made 
in any preceding year. Canned corn has been used for 
several months past as a “leader” in thousands of re- 

tail grocery stores in every section of the United States, 

and ‘with so many distributors pushing it, it is but nat- 
ural that we now find consumption since the first of 
the year to have been really enormous. 





Red Alaska salmon is another item instancing the 
stimulating effect of low prices. Some months ago 
the principal packers of this grade of fish lowered 
prices, their object being to reduce the surplus exist- 
ing at the close of the last canning season. In this 
they succeeded to the fullest of their expectations, as 
the surplus mentioned has been reduced to a minimum. 
It is true that a large quantity of red Alaska salmon 
was destroyed in the San Francisco fire, yet there is 
no doubt that the demand would anyway have ab- 
sorbed the supply before the arrival of the 1906 pack. 

A popular article of food will always go more rap- 
idly into consumption when the people are able to pur- 
chase it at an attractive price, just as the movement 
of a food product through consumptive channels will 
be retarded by an extremely high market value. 





Pure Food Bill 


HE national pure food bill, which began its 
career with such a display of vigor, appears to 
have “gone lame.” The Senate, in response 
to the demands of the American people, passed 
the bill, which was surprising, for in the past the Sen- 
ate Chamber has always proved to be the grave of food 
legislation. Now, however, it seems to have found a 
tomb in the House. 

It is not easy to account with certainty for the 
failure of the House to act on the pure food bill. It 
seems that the measure has been “doped’”’—but we can- 
not be certain of by whose hand the “dope” was ad- 
ministered. It is improbable that any single hand or 
interest is responsible for the failure of the bill to go 
through the lower branch of Congress, for there was 
no scarcity of knockers. Expert hammer-wielders, 
representing dozens of interests which a proper na- 
tional food law would affect, were always on hand and, 
of course, were at all times ready to administer a gen- 
tle or hard “knock,” as circumstances required. It has 
been hinted within the last few days that even the rec- 
ognized advocates of food legislation on the floor of 
the House, the gentlemen who are generally supposed 
to be most ardently favorable to the bill which the 
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‘‘Goes Lame.’”’ 


Senate passed, have been lax in their duties to the 
measure they elected to guide over the treacherous 
rocks which lie just beneath the surface of the legisla- 


tive waters which appear to the uninitiated to be so 


perfectly safe for navigation. The so-called “cham- 
pions of food reform” have, it is intimated, shown lit- 
tle interest in the cause—but about this THE CANNER 
doesn’t know. 

There afe men in Congress honestly favorable to 
food legislation. There are others who pretend to be 
supporters of the pending bill, but who in reality don’t 
want to offend anybody, and so prefer to dodge the is- 
sue. It’s very unlikely that there will be a pure food 
bill passed before Congress adjourns. It’s not ex- 
actly impossible, though nearly so. The bill is a “spe- 
cial order” on the House calendar, but appropriation 
bills and other privileged subjects have the right of 
way, and it is predicted that the opponents of food re- 
form will manage to deftly interpose first one and 
then another of the “privileged subjects’? whenever 
Mr. Hepburn moves consideration of the bill which 
bears his name. If the measure gets a show before 
next December ther are some men very experienced in 
the ways of Washington who will be exceedingly sur- 
prised. 


April Foreign Trade Breaks Record. 


HE foreign commerce of the United States 
in April, 1906, was larger than that of 
the corresponding month of any earlier 
my year, consisting of $107,000,000 imports, 
and $144,000,000 exports; total, $251,000,000, or 
more than a quarter of a billion dollars in a single 
month. In only one previous April in the entire his- 
tory of American trade has the total of imports and 
exports combined reached as much as $200,000,000. 

For the 10 months ended with April the record is 
equally striking, being: Imports, $1,021,000,000; ex- 
ports, $1,488,000,000 or a total of $2,509,000,000. No 
similar period of any earlier year ever touched the $1,- 
000,000,000 line in imports or reached the $1,300,000,- 
000 line in exports. The total commerce of the Unit- 
ed States for the 10 months ended with April is thus 
over $2,500,000,000, and should the monthly average 
for May and June be as great as that for the 10 months 
for which the record is made, the total of the fiscal 
year 1906 will exceed $3,000,000,000. 

The fiscal year 1906 seems likely to make a new 
record in the foreign trade in several particulars. The 





total imports and total exports are in each case likely 
to be greater than those of any earlier year, and sev- 
eral monthly records have been already broken. For 
example, imports never exceeded $100,000,000 a month 
in 1905, except in a single instance in which large 
quantities of merchandise were being rushed into the 
country to avoid pending tariff changes; but seven 
out of the ten months ended with April of the present 
year have shown each an importation of more than 
$100,000,000, and the month of March showed the 
highest import record ever made, $113,597,277. 

On the export side the high-water mark of earlier 
years has also been passed, the total for the 10 months 
ending with April being $200,000,000 in excess of the 
total for the corresponding total of any earlier year, 
and the total for the single month of December, $199,- 
738,520, being $25,000,000 greater than in any pre- 
ceding month in the history of our export trade. 

The increase in imports occurs in manufacturers’ 
materials and finished manufactures, and the increase 
in exports occurs in agricultural products and manu- 
factures.

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CANNED GOODS MARKET 
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Drought that has prevailed for a period unusually 
long at this time of year has affected the crop out- 
k in some of the principal pea canning states, both 
In Maryland and Delaware, the pack- 
ers have withdrawn, for the present, all quotations. 
The drought has not only had its usual effect, but in 
come localities has been productive of an over-abund- 
ant supply of pea lice, which, the reports say, have 
worked considerable damage. There are also some 
unfavorable reports from Michigan and Wisconsin. 
In Indiana the drought has been severe, and so far as 
we have been able to learn up to this writing, there 
has been no real relief. 

\dvices from Michigan vary as to the extent of the 
damage done the peach crop by frost, and opinions re- 
garding the probable size of the yield differ equally as 
much. Private letters to THe CANNER show that in 
some places the crop was comparatively unhurt by 
frost, yet the growers in most places say that the yield 
will be much less than last year, which was a bumper 
yield. One pe acker writes us that from all the informa- 
tion he can obtain fully one-third of the crop has been 
killed. Another writes that in his opinion there will 
hardly be over 25 per cent of a crop, and goes on 
to say that strawberries were very badly hurt, as well 
as sweet cherries, plums and apples, while some peas 
on low-lying land were slightly nipped. Strawberries 
were also frosted to a slight extent in the South Haven 
vicinity, but peaches suffered very little. On the tree 
fruits most of the blossoms were set and these were 
protected by the blossom jackets. 

The position occupied by the large spot tomato hold- 
ers is generally considered to have been improved 
by recent developments affecting the crop. The 
drought prevalent not only in the heaviest tomato-pro- 
ducing sections of Maryland and New Jersey but also 
in Indiana and other portions of the West has been in 
favor of the spot tomato position. In Maryland the 
drought is spoken of as unprecedented, and as a con- 
sequence the future market has hardened, with most of 
the canners entirely withdrawn on 1906 packing. The 
outlook for early packing is unfavorable.

East and West. 


The tone of reports indicate a stronger and more 
confident feeling in both spot and future tomatoes in 
the Baltimore market. Regarding futures, a report 
from there received early this week stated, for in- 
stance, that “The heavy demand the last few days of 


this week, coupled with the unfavorable crop outlook, 
caused an advance of 2% cents to 5 cents per dozen 
in the country and 5 cents per dozen for Baltimore 
brands. Canners are very firm in their prices, and say 
if conditions do not soon improve they will be forced 
to higher figures. Baltimore packers are holding at 
80 cents and 60 cents, respectively, for No. 3 and No. 
2 standards. The majority of country packers are do- 
ing likewise. Offerings on a lower basis are exceed- 
ingly limited.” Regarding spot tomatoes the same au- 
thority says: “Conditions surrounding the new crop 
unquestionably strengthen the position of the holders 
of spot tomatoes. It is a foregone conclusion that 
there will be no packing of tomatoes this year as early 
as July. It is also doubtful whether there will be any 
new goods ready for delivery before the last of August, 
and we believe that a jobber will be safe in supplying 
his ordinary demands accordingly. Holdings outside 
of the syndicate are reduced to a minimum, and these 
are offered at $1.15 to $1.17% per dozen.” 

The tone of another sepent received the first of the 
present week is even stronger. It says: “Jutures are 
the center of attraction this week. -The market has 
been boiling, and there is considerable excitement. 
Last week we were having a moderate demand for 
future tomatoes; orders were coming in fairly well 
and there was no special trouble in placing them at 75 
cents per dozen. As this circular goes to press, the 
market has practically reached 80 cents per dozen. 
There is a very tense feeling among packers, and just 
at present most of them have withdrawn from the 


market. These conditions have been brought about 
by the long drought, which still holds this section of 


the country within its grasp. There has not been any 
rain since May 5th. This dry spell, following recent 
severe frosts, farmers say, is calculated to do consid- 
erable damage. Unless we get plentiful rains in the 
near future it is likely that serious injury will be 
done. Reports from other sections of the country, es- 
pecially from. the West, seem to indicate similar 
weather conditions. We are having a large and active 
demand for future tomatoes, which started rather sud- 
dently, but which indicates that jobbers all over the 
country are beginning to realize that present prices on 
future tomatoes, everything considered, are low.” The 
so-called “syndicate” are holding tomatoes very firmly 
at $1.1714 per dozen, and we understand are making 
sales at this price. It is reported that the price will

Generally market conditions are very favorable at pres- 
ent for a continued strong tomato market. 

Tomatoes 

The offering of 9,290 cases of tomatoes at $1.17} : 
per doz., f. o. b. Indianapolis, less 15 cents per 100 
pounds freight allowance, 4,000 cases unlabeled and 
5,480 cases labeled No. 3 tomatoes at $1.20 per doz., 
f. o. b. East St. Louis, Ill., less 15 cents per 100 pounds 
freight allowance, terms cash less 1% per cent ten 
days, through a well known local brokerage firm, cre- 
ated more or less of a stir late last week. These prices 
are against the $1.25, f. o. b. Chicago figure of the large 
spot holders. The goods were put upon the market at 
the time because of a misunderstanding between In- 
dianapolis and St. Louis parties some time since. THE 
CANNER is informed that sales out of these lots have 
been considerable since the issuance of the circular by 
the brokerage firm referred to. It is stated that all 
of the Indianapolis block, 9,290 cases, has been sold. 
At the same time, we hear of business in the tomatoes 
belonging to the large holders at $1.25 f. o. b. Chicago. 
Future Indiana tomatoes are scarce now at 8oc fac- 
tory. The local demand continues pretty good, but 
practically all the Indiana futures that were obtainable 
at Soc factory have been taken, and there are rumors 
out to the effect that Indiana packers who are will- 
ing to accept more future business are now quoting 
up to &5c factory. A New York report states that New 
Jersey future gallons are quoted at $2.25 factory; spot 
New Jersey gallons, $3.50. New Jersey 3s for future 
delivery are quoted at 8714@goc delivered New York 
City. Not all New Jersey packers are offering 3s. 
New York reports a firmer market on both spots ana 
futures, with a strong upward tendency on the latter. 
Baltimore advices say that futures have been in very 
active demand at an advance of about 5c over the re- 
cent quotation. The market there on future No. 3s, 
according to last reports, was 8oc. 

Corn— 

Demand for spot western standard corn at 47%c 
and 50c per doz. f. o. b. factory is reported by local 
brokers to have been pretty good of late in the Chi- 
cago market. Buying is not quite so active as ten days 
or two weeks ago, however. Last reported sales of 
western spot corn were at 47% and 50c per dozen at 
the factory, the 50c corn being Illinois packing. The 
feeling on spot here is about the same as a week ago. 
In future corn there is nothing doing in this market. 
Advices on the New York market say that spot south- 
ern corn of good quality is getting scarcer under the 
steady and large consumption. New York State and 





Maine corn are reported quiet though firm. New 
York State packers ask 65c for future standard. For 
fancy ‘they are asking 70@75c. The market at Balti- 
more looks to be improving. 


Peas— 

So far as Western packers’ stocks are concerned, 
1905 peas are cleaning up very well. There are not 
now many spot goods in first hands, and there con- 
tinues to be a demand for the article which promises 
a pretty close clean up. Futures too have been in de- 
mand and the feeling on both is strong. New York 
advices are that recent crop reports have increased 
the demand for spot peas, which are reported scarce 
in the grades most traded in. Reports from Baltimore 
indicate a much stronger market on the new pack, on 
which no prices are being made. Most of the packers 
in Baltimore are sold out of 1905 packing, and the 
country canners have withdrawn prices, as it appears 
that the drought in that section of the country has af- 
fected the crop quite seriously. Packing of peas in 
Baltimore is getting under way. Receipts up until the 
last day or two hawe been very light. 

Fruits - 

The demand for spot canned fruits during the week 
reviewed has been quite good, but stocks in first hands 
are small now and. it is often next to impossible for 
jobbers to have their wants filled. California stocks 
are very badly broken. ‘The spot canned fruit market 
is firm on all varieties, both California packing and 
Eastern stocks. Opening prices on 1906 California 
canned fruits were announced last week by two con- 
cerns, G. H. Waters at Pomona and the Golden State 
Fruit Co. as follows: Apricots—Extra grade, $1.50; 
extra standard, $1.30; standards, $1.20; seconds, $1.10; 
water, $1.00; pie fruit, goc; pie gallons, $2.85. Cher- 
ries, Royal Anne—Extra grade, $2.25; extra standard, 
$1.90; standards, $1.60; seconds, $1.50. Peaches, 
Crawford—Extra grade, $1.60; extra standard, $1.30; 
standards, $1.20; seconds, $1.10; water, $1.00; pie 
fruit, 95c; pie gallons, $2.75. Lemon cling—Extra 
orade, $1.75; extra standard, $1.55; standards, $1.35; 
seconds, $1.20; water, $1.10; pie fruit, $1.00; pie gal- 
lons, $3.00. Plums, all varieties—Extra grade, $1.25; 
extra standard, $1.00; standards, goc; seconds, 8oc. 
The California Fruit Canners’ Association has made no 
prices as vet, and, if it adheres to its custom of an- 
nouncing figures on June 15th, opening quotations need 
not be expected prior to that date, as its action, both 
as regards prices and date of naming them, will not 
be influenced by what other packers may do. The 
prices named by Waters and the Golden State Co. 
are about the same as they named at the opening last 
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year, witli the exception that figures on apricots are 
considerably higher. The Association may also be 
expected to make an advance on apricots over 1905 
opening figures, but it is impossible to make a com- 
parison as regards other varieties. Reports from vari- 
ous points in Maryland, and here and there in Mich- 
ivan also, indicate damage to the strawberry crop. 
Maryland advices also indicate some injury to goose- 
herries and cherries. The strawberry season is back- 
ward, says a report received this week from Balti- 
more, “owing to the drought, and unless there should 
be an early rainfall, the crop is destined to be a fail- 
ure.” Most Baltimore packers have withdrawn from 
the market under 65@75c per dozen for standard 
strawberries in water. That market reports good in- 
quiry for future peaches and there is also a big de- 
mand for spots, which are in very light supply there, 
one large commission house reporting that there are 
no more No. 3 pie peaches, No. 3 whites or yellows, 
No. 2 seconds whites or yellows and very few stand- 
ards, left.

The Outlook for Onions. 


New York promises to show a smaller onion acre- 
age in 1906 than was put out a year ago. ‘There are 
varying reports regarding the shrinkage, but some 
seem to think the reduction may run as high as 25 
to 30 per cent. In New England the aggregate onion 
acreage will not differ greatly from that of last sea- 
son. 

Reports from several Indiana correspondents, main- 
ly from such important counties as Noble, Kosciusko 
and Whitley, tell of a normal to possibly increased 
onion acreage in 1906. Indiana of late years has rap- 
idly forged to the front as an onion producing state. 
In Michigan some irregularity in acreage is apparent. 
Ohio conditions vary, according to localities, some 
parts of the state showing a full to normal acreage, 
while other important sections record a shrinkage. A 
leading grower near Alger in Hardin county, a fore- 
most Ohio onion section, says the area devoted to the 
crop will be the smallest in years. 

Taking the country as a whole, the 1905 crop is 
now practically out of growers’ hands. Dealers and 
speculators still have negligible quantities, but these 
onions are sprouting badly, and thousands of bushels 
have been thrown away or sold at great losses during 
the past month or two. New onions from Texas are 
now in evidence at leading markets.—American Agri- 
culturist.

Canned Goods in Switzerland. 

Consul Keene, writing from Geneva, Switzerland, 
says: 
“Swiss preserves of fruits and vegetables, and cus- 
tom duties on goods of this kind, probably prevent suc- 
cessful imports of the American articles. American 
specialties are consumed to a small extent by hotels 
and Americans temporarily residing here. They are 
advertised by retailers, but I think their importation 
could be increased if wholesale firms, of which I also 
give a list, could be induced by the home manufac- 
turers to take charge of the impurts of the best known 
articles. American preserves of meat are superior to 
all others, and their imports lead all others. I do not 











think that the custom duty, which, since January 1, 
has been increased from $1.54 to $2.70 per 220 pounds 
(gross weight), will make them lose their lead.” 


Canned Beef and Mutton. 

In reporting on the new tariff rates in Spain and 
Paraguay, United States Consul-General Benjamin H. 
Ridgely of Barcelona, Spain, says: 

“The new schedule also affords a brilliant field in 
Spain for the sale of tinned beef and mutton. These 
products have heretofore been kept out because of the 
prohibitive duty of 2 pesetas per kilogram. Hereafter 
they are to pay 25 centimos (about 4.8 cents) when 
coming from favored nations, and 40 centimos (7.7 
cents) when coming from the United States and other 
unfavored nations. This, I repeat, ought to open a 
big field for our products. Our principal competitor 
will be the Argentine Republic, and it is believed as a 
matter of fact that the decreased rate of duty was made 
solely in the interest of that country. The process of 
tinning and packing ought to be much cheaper in the 
United States than in the Argentine Republic, how- 
ever, and if this conclusion is correct we shall be able, 
with our superior products, to occupy and hold the 
market. Importers of tinned meats are jubilant over 
the prospect in any event, and it is confidently believed 
that these products will soon be immensely popular in 
Spain, where all fresh meat is dear and generally 
poor.” 

Sardine Industry of Spain. 

Consul General Ridgely, of Barcelona, writes that, 
having recently had some inquiries concerning the sar- 
dine industry in Spain, with particular reference to the 
demand for cod roe for bait, he reports the following 
facts: 

“The port from which the greatest quantities of 
sardines leave Spain is Ayamonte, in the Province 
of Huelva. Next in importance comes Vigo. There 
are seventy-nine packing factories in Galicia. The 
importation of cod’s roe into Corunna during the last 
four years has been as follows from Norway: 1902, 
216,802 kilograms ; 1903, 284,605 ; 1904, 286,638 ; 1905, 
394,245. In 1905, 6,533 kilograms were imported 
from Great Britain, and 248 kilograms from the Unit- 
ed States (samples). 

“In 1904 the average important value of this arti- 
ele was 145 pesetas ($24) per barrel of 150 kilograms, 
and 150 pesetes ($30) in 1905. It is now offered from 
Norway at 80 francs ($15.44) f.o0.b. Corunna. There 
are large quantities on hand, but as for some time past 


the sardine catch has been abnormally small the artj- 
cle is dull of sale.” 


Dried Apples in Japan. 

Consul General Miller, of Yokohama, reports that 
the market for dried apples in Japan is extremely lim- 
ited. He writes: 

“The natives are not consumers of this article, as 
the price makes its prohibitive for the common peo- 
ple. The new tariff places a duty on dried fruits of 
approximately $3.02 per 100 pounds. This, together 
with the first cost, makes the price out of reach, even 
if it were a desired article of diet, which it seems not to 
be. Dealers in this line advise me that importations here 
of dried apples do not amount to 1,000 pounds per 
annum, Green apples are raised in the northern part 
of Japan in considerable quantities, providing the home 
market and exporting considerable quantities to China 
and the Philippines. They are becoming so badly af- 
fected with apple scab that unless the growers take 
means to counteract this fungus their crops will soon 
become worthless. 

Changes in Japan’s Tariff. 

United States Consul Henry V. Miller of Yoko- 
hama furnishes a report on a tariff bill pending be- 
fore the parliament of Japan, which measure, it is 
believed, with slight modifications, will be enacted 
at the present session. Proposed changes which are 
of interest to readers of THE CANNER are: 

Fruits and vegetables in tins, including boxing, from 
an ad valorem of 30 per cent to 7.30 yen per 100 kin. 

Tinned goods exported from the United States in 
1904 aggregated, in round numbers, $800,851 gold, 

Fruits and nuts from 30 to 45 per cent ad valorem. 

Fresh fruits from 30 per cent ad valorem to 4 yen 
per 100 kin. 

Dried fruits from 30 per cent ad valorem to 8.10 
yen per 100 kin. 

Article 7, section 17, provides that fish gathered 
by Japanese vessels shall be brought in free. This 
will exclude American ships bringing salted salmon 
to Japan, and confines the shipping of salmon from 
Alaska to Japanese sailing vessels, and will oper- 
ate as a discrimination against American shipping. 

Condensed milk has been increased from 1.23 yen 
per dozen tins to 10 yen per 100 kin. This is one of 
the growing imports into Japan, and if prices could 
be maintained at a low level the importation would 
continue to increase. At present it is imported under 
the conventional tariff at a very low rate, but the 
heavy increase under the new tariff will, without doubt, 
check the importation. I am inclined to the view that 
this item also is raised with a purpose of encouraging 
production under Japanese control. There are splen- 
did natural advantages in Japan, Korea, and Man- 
churia for the development of the dairy industry, and 
there seems to be a purpose to give this Japanese mar- 
ket to Japanese who will engage in the business with- 
in this territory. 

Jam, jelly, etc., advanced from an ad valorem duty 
of 40 per cent to a specific duty of 13 yen per 100 kin. 

Vegetables and fruits, preserved with sugar, ad- 
vanced from 40 per cent ad valorem to 8 yen per 100 
kin. 

Tin plate raised from 10 per cent ad valorem (con- 
ventional tariff) to 20 per cent ad valorem. 

The imports of tin plate from the United States in 
1904 was $160,163, gold. .

Epiror CANNER: The canned goods situation in this sec- 
tion is in a somewhat peculiar condition at present. 1 here 
has been some corn sold in this market as low as 42c de- 
livered, but even then the jobbers here did not buy, thinking 
it would be still lower. At the present moment there is no 
good corn offered for less than 55c, and this being an advance 
on the last price quoted, makes it seem high to the trade. 
Stocks held by the jobbers are very light. 

Tomatoes the trade are buying in small lots, just as they 
need them. There have been a few future orders placed. 

Spot peas are well cleaned up. There are some buyers 
for peas at 75c¢ delivered, this pea being No. 5 grade.

Epiror CANNER: During the past month canned goods had 
the careful attention of our buyers and large blocks of spot 
corn found their way to this market, and when prices on 
spot corn hardened future pack was given some attention. 
The trade on corn has been phenomenal, and we can still 
use large blocks of spot goods. Tomatoes are dragging, and 
stocks in the hands of jobbers ample to tide them over until 
the new pack arrivers. Our dealers have been selling spot 
tomatoes in blocks of 100 cases at $1.17%, and some are 
still to be had here at this price.

Epiror CANNER: The past week has seen some very coid 
weather, and it has been backward in many ways, but to-day 
is warmer. It looks like a June planting, and a little late, 
to say the least. The danger is that the time may be short- 
ened at both ends, a late planting and an early frost. The 
conditions are such that the market will be feverish later on. 
While there is no change in future corn prices, there is but 
little or no business; but corn can be no less. 

Spot corn is selling fast at from 55c to 60c for standard, 
the former unlabeled, and 7oc to 75c for fancy. It would 
have seemed impossible a month ago to get rid of a surplus 
so quick, but it is nearly gone, and what is more, it is being 
consumed. More and more the benefit of high priced toma- 
toes is seen. If some buyers do not cover soon, spots and 
futures, it will be bad for them. 

_ Very few sales of future blueberries at $1.10 can be quoted. 
Buyers refuse to take hold, but spot stocks are nearly closed 
out at $1.00.

Eprtor CANNER: A _ well-known Seattle broker, who, in 
speaking of the market outlook for Aiaska red salmon during 
the coming season, states that while the heavy destruction 
of stocks in the San Francisco disaster has tended to 
strengthen the situation materially, yet he does not believe 
that it will affect the opening price on this grade for the 
1906 pack as much as was at first anticipated. He says that 
he does not believe it would be a wise move on the part 
ot the salmon packers to establish a higher price than this, 
because it would tend to curtail consumption.

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of red salmon burned or confiscated at San Francisco,” he 
said, “yet the stocks in the east are still fairly heavy, and 
the jobbers will be able to supply the demand with what 
they have on hand until the 1906 pack is available for marker 
purposes. Eastern jobbers still have on hand about 500,000 
cases of red salmon, having stocked up very heavily last fall 
when the low prices were established by the Alaska Packers’ 
association. 

“In order to promote salmon consumption, the price on 
Alaska reds should be such as to allow the retailers to sell 
for 15 cents per can, at which price the consumption should 
continue to be large, for salmon then becomes a staple food 
product and not a necessity. Prices on the 1906 pack of 
Alaska reds will be announced some time in July. 

The demand for Coiumbia river salmon has also been stim- 
ulated by the loss of stocks at San Francisco, and the advance 
demand has exceeded the expectations of the packers on this 
account. The opening prices made by Columbia river pack- 
ers were given in our letter several weeks ago. Some of 
the packers have already booked orders for as much as they 
can possibly put up during the packing season, and it looks 
now as though Columbia river chinooks will be sold out 
before the pack is completed. 

Information to the brokers from Japan is to the effect that 
the country has become overstocked with canned salmon 
since the end of the war. During the war canned salmon 
was in demand and was imported in large quantities, but 
at the present time there are practically no importations, 
owing to the unsuitable price for the Japanese market and 
the strong competition from Japanese canneries, which, by 
the way, are said to be increasing in number. 

The packing of Quinault salmon is now in full blast on 
the Washington coast, and the season so far has been very 
successful.

Baltimore, Md., May 28, 1906. 

Epiror CANNER: Surely some of the members of the so- 
called tomato syndicate must have been born under lucky 
stars. First, there came the frost which killed many of the 
early tomato plants. Then there came a long spell of dry 
weather, which delayed the setting out of the plants for the 
regular crop. Both of these conditions have materially 
strengthened the position of the combination, The big holders 
have not been slow to take advantage of this situation. The 
rumor that the price was again about to be advanced has ma- 
terialized; in fact, as your readers will all know, before the 
next issue of your paper, the syndicate interests have notified 
the trade that beginning with to-morrow, Tuesday, the price 
of No. 3 standard tomatoes will be $1.20, f. o. b. Baltimore. 
Large sales have been made during the past week at $1.17%, 
and the tug of war certainly seems now to be in favor of the 
sellers. 

The expectation of having anything like a large pack of to- 
matoes in July seems to have been entirely abandoned, and in 
fact, the tomato packers and tomato growers had begun to 
feel during the last week that the prospects for a large pack 
at any time during the coming season were becoming very 
slim on account of the severe drought. The future tomato 
market advanced last week to 80c per dozen, but buyers did 
not take-hold freely at that figure. In‘some instances, pack- 
ers were induced to make a few sales at 77%c on flat offers 
made by desirable customers, but there were more buyers than 
sellers at this figure. 

The drought was broken in this section yesterday, but up to 
the present time we have not had as much rain as the growers 
want, although at the time of this writing, the indications are 
that we shall have more rain during the next twelve hours. 
This rain will undoubtedly improve the prospects for the com- 
ing tomato pack, but, judging from the reports that are com- 
ing in, the damage done to the prospects for tomatoes by the 
drought is so severe that even these late rains will not en- 
tirely make up for the loss, and therefore the expectations for 
a record-breaking pack the coming season must be largely dis- 
counted. We all know, however, that the tomato plant is like 
the proverbial cat in that it has nine lives, and so with a 
favorable season from now on, and a late fall, we can even 
yet get a very large pack of tomatoes. 

Possibly the crop most affected by the drought the last two 
weeks in this section is the strawberry crop. In normal sea- 
sons by the end of May, it is generally possible for packers to 
buy strawberries for packing purposes at from 3c to 5c per 
quart. There have been no strawberries on this market up to 
the present at anything like these figures. The buik of this 
line of fruit that is used in Baltimore comes from the famous 


Anne Arundel county, and growers there say that many of the 
blossoms have been entirely withered, and that the crop will 
be the shortest that has been known for years. Even the rain 
that has now fallen during the last twenty-four hours js tog 
late to do any good to many of the patches, as it cannot bring 
the dead blossoms to life again. 

The market on all small fruit has strengthened very mate- 
rially the last few days on account of the dry weather, and 
higher figures during the season are more than pr bable. 

Peas have also suffered very seriously. It is now a fore- 
gone conclusion that the Baltimore pack will be quite as short 
as last year. Our packers cannot begin to produce this line of 
goods and sell at the prevailing market without making 
serious losses. They are therefore in a quandary to know 
what to do. Raw peas are bringing $1.10 per dozen, and allow 
the packer to get his money back. As the Baltimore pack js 
usually about over before the New York State and Western 
packs begin, it is easy to see the unpteasant position in which 
our packers are placed. They are undecided as to whether 
to go ahead and pack up peas at the present high market for 
raw material, because they do not know whether the crops in 
New York State and the West will be large or not. Should 
these later crops also be cut short, then the Baltimore packer 
could make a profit on his peas even at these high figures, 
but should they be large, then our packers are dead certain 
to make a loss if they pack peas at a high cost. It is simply 
guess work for our packers, as naturally they cannot teil 
what the latter end of the season will bring forth in other 
sections of the country. 

The corn market continues to strengthen, under the stress 
of dry weather and the tremendous consumption that is still 
going on. In my opinion, we have seen the lowest prices for 
corn that we shall see for the next year or two, as the pack 
this season will certainly be much less than in either of the 
two last years. Prices have again got back to about cost, 
and from now on sellers may expect to make a little profit on 
their holdings. 

Oysters continue in very good demand, and there has been 
an advance of 2%c per dozen all through the line during the 
week just passed. Higher figures will very probably be seen 
on this line during the summer months.

The 
result is that the market is more or less quiet and sales are

The tomato market has been the most interesting during 
the week.

Too Much Rain in Minnesota. 

John S. Hughes of the Minnesota Canneries Co., St. 
Paul, which was recently organized with $100,000 capi- 
tal stock to merge several Minnesota canning compan- 
ies, was in Chicago last week and during the course of 
a conversation with a representative of THE CANNER 
stated that, while other sections of the country had 
evidently felt the need of rain, the precipitation in Min- 
nesota had been excessive of late, preventing the cul- 
tivation of sweet corn. Mr. Hughes stated that on 
account of the wet ground growers had been unable 
to get into the fields to cultivate their crops. He also 
reported that the heavy rains had drowned out peas, 
excepting where planted in sandy soil. Regarding the 
acreage in corn in Minnesota this year, Mr. Hughes 
says that it will not exceed 50 per cent of the 1905 
acreage. Three Minnesota corn factories will not be 
operated at all this season. 

The Minnesota Canneries Co. will operate four 
factories this year. Corn will be canned at the Belle 
Plaine factory, fruits at Excelsior (Lake Minnetonka), 
peas at Lindstrom and the general line of vegetables, 
excepting corn and peas, at the Clearwater cannery. 





Pacific Coast Salmon Stocks. 

Opinions concerning the size of stocks of read Alaska 
salmon remaining on the Pacific coast vary, quite nat- 
urally, yet everybody says the supply has been reduced 
very materially. A late estimate places the total at 
about 75,000 cases. There was a large surplus of red 
Alaska at the end of the 1905 packing season, but this 
has been heavily reduced. 

All grades of salmon are in strong position statisti- 
cally. Coast stock of sockeyes are light. Pink sal- 
mon also is unusually strong. Packers are reporting 
their stocks of pinks cleaned up. Demand from the 
Southern states has been unusually large this spring. 
Spot pink salmon has sold up to 82M%c per dozen, f. o. 
b. coast.

A report from Bedford county, Va., states that the recent 
frost destroyed at least 25 per cent of the apple blossoms. 


Reports seem to indicate that there will be a light yield 
of peaches, plums and sweet cherries this season in central 
New York state. 

According to a report from Green county, N. Y., con- 
siderable damage was done fruit trees there during the winter. 
A good many apple trees in that locality have no fruit buds 
on them. 


It is estimated that 2,700 carloads of apples were shipped 
from the Watsonville district of California during the past 
season. Most of the fruit, which consisted of Newton pippins, 
was sent to England. 


Reports from California last week indicate heavy dropping 
of apricots. The drop is reported heavy enough to necessi- 
tate revision of early estimates of its probable size. The 
California apricot crop, it is now certain, will be very small, 
as compared with last year. 
apple trees have blossomed freely this spring 
throughout -leading sections of the country, says American 
Agriculturist. ‘The prospect at the opening of this month 
was encouraging. In the southwest, the Mississippi valley, 
and parts of Michigan and New York particularly, the apple 
outlook as far as blossoms are concerned is somewhat ahead 
of last year. Frosts that visited the middle west and many 
of the eastern states during the early part of this month 
caused some damage to blossoms and small fruits, as well 
as early vegetables. The more recent advices received from 
correspondents, however, indicate that apples were not seri- 
ously injured by the cold, and no general damage was done 
to peaches.

Fruit Canners’ Association’s ‘‘Cutting Branch” 
not Destroyed, 


E. L. Dawson, Chicago representative of the sales 
department of the California Fruit Canners’ associa- 
tion, states that THe CANNER’s San Francisco corre- 
spondent was in error in saying in his letter, pub- 
lished in our issue of May 17th, that the Code-Port- 
wood was the only San Francisco cannery whose 
equipment was not destroyed in the fire. Mr. Dawson 
says that the California Fruit Canners’ association’s 
Cutting branch, located at 7th and Berry streets, was 
not burned, nor was the association’s label ware house 
in San Francisco, where over 100,000,000 lables were 
in storage. 


Poison Berries in Canned Peas. 


More than fifty cases of canned peas of a_ certain 
brand were condemned in Boise recently by State Pure 
‘ood Inspector A. F. Hitt. They were found in three 
different stores of the city and out of four cans opened 
a quantity of nightshade berries was found in each 
can. Not only were there berries in the peas, but to 
show that they were carelessly put up, in each of two 
of the cans a large bug was found. 

Nightshade berries or apples are e supposed to be very 
poisonous. However, those found in the peas were 
very young and probably no ill effects have resulted 
from their being eaten. Inspector Hitt at once ad- 
dressed a letter to the factory putting out the product 
and warned its manager not to sell another case of 
the adulterated foodstuff in the State of Idaho. 

Pure Food Inspector Hitt searched the town for all 
of the brand he could find. Only three stores carried 
it. In each one a can of the product was opened in 
the presence of someone connected with the store, and 
without exception they were found to be adulterated. 
—Idaho Statesman. 





Fear to Risk Replanting Tomatoes.

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A Popular Food Plant. 
The following article is contributed to the press of 


the country by the National Association of Packers 
of Pure Canned Foods. Articles on other subjects re- 
lating to the canning industry will be given out from 
time to time: 

“What a great discovery the tomato was as an arti- 
cle of food. Whilst most food plants are of compara- 
tively ancient origin, there are plenty of people living 
to-day who can remember when it was only an orna- 
ment cultivated for the beauty of its dainty blossoms 
and handsome fruit. While its beauty was admired, 
it was considered like the poisonous oak, dangerous to 
even handle except by “dark complected’ persons. 
Years of acquaintanceship, however, wore off its su- 
perstition, and a few “fool-hardy” actually owned up 
to having tasted the fruit. 

From this small beginning has gradually grown 
a use that makes to-day an industry with a combined 
capital of over thirty millions of dollars, which dis- 
burses millions of dollars to its employes each year 
and aggregates an output of two hundred and forty 
million cans. This product goes into every household 
in the land and is as familiar an article of diet as any 
other of the staple products of the soil. Each year 
sees an increasing consumption and the more intimate 
the acquaintance the greater the use. 

“The reason for this is very obvious. There is no 
better appetizer, and as an article of seasoning the to- 
mato imparts a taste that cannot be imitated. It is so 
distinctive that its presence can be located even in 
minute particles, yet the pungency has everything that 
delights the palate and nothing that offends the nos- 
tril. - 

“The growth of its general popularity dates back to 
the time of the first successful packing houses. When 
the use of the tomato as a food was established, de- 
mand made it necessary to have a cheaper price than 
the local market gardener could afford, and to meet 
this the tin can as a diminisher of space was called 
into requisition. It was found much cheaper propor- 
tionately to raise one thousand bushels than ten, so by 
the aid of the tin the cooked product could be placed 
on the consumer’s table at a price so reasonable as to 
enable its daily use. Moreover, the article put in the 
can is brought fresh picked from the field, hermetically 
sealed and immediately sterilized by heat, while the 
uncanned fruit is frequently shipped for hundreds of 
miles before it is used as a food. This artificially 
ripened fruit must be gathered green and the red 
color it finally assumes is the withering of hungry tis- 
sues that should have fed the fruit with the red 


nourishing juice that comes from the soil and by the 
aid of Mother Nature is thus transformed. No pre- 
servative is used by the canner, as the action of heat 
insures keeping for an indefinite time. 

“There is nothing so healthy as this rich, ripe fruit 
dumped out of the clean white can ready for use. The 
taste is equal to the fresh fruit, and every semblance 
of waste in shipe of rind or core has been removed. 
Eat it?—-why the very sight and smell are irresistible. 
and the most insistent appetite can be sated because of 
its absolute harmlessness. Its healthfulness has never 
been attacked and the rich juices colored as the life 
giving fluid act as an tonic even for the invalid sto- 
mach. There is no home where its visits are not wel- 
come, and the table of either the millionaire or peasant 
is alike familiar with its presence. As Indian corn, 
it is distinctly of American origin, and proud indeed 
can we be of both of these excellent food plants.” 





Smoke to Save Trees from Frost. 


Vice-Consul Risdorf writes that the experimental 
gardening association, Frankfort-Sachsenhausen, has 
made some trials with fumigation against night frost, 
which in the present season is frequently very injuti- 
ous. In April nearly all the trees in the orchard were 
in full bioom. In expectation of night frost an experi- 
ment was made by fumigation with napthalene. It was 
a success and the trees were soon enveloped in dense 
smoke, but it was a very expensive proceeding, seven 
flames having consumed 50 kilograms of napthalene 
in one hour. To envelop all the trees in smoke 250 
kilograms would have been barely sufficient. A new 
preparation of the chemical manufactory at Fioersheim 
that was tried on April 30 gave a better effect. The 
production of a comparatively large volume of dense 
smoke during one hour required only 2 kilograms. 
These experiments are being continued.

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Sulphurous Acid and Analine Colors Used to 
Dye Cherries. 

Consul General Robert P. Skinner, of Marseille, 
was asked by a California correspondent to ascertain 
by what method French glace or preserved cherries 
are dyed, as they command a higher price than Cal- 
ifornia cherries in the American market “solely on ac- 
count of color.” The inquirer adds that French cher- 
ries possess “‘a beautiful deep-red color that is bright 
and clear, although they lack the flavor of the home- 
grown fruit. We could increase our sales many-fold 
if we could color our cherries artificially as they do 
in France.” Mr. Skinner replies: 

“French candied cherries are first bleached with 
sulphurous acid and they dyed in the course of manu- 
facture with an aniline preparation known commer- 
cially as ‘rose nouveau.’ In former times carmine 
powders made of cochenille were used, and are stili 
in use in a limited way for very superior products, 
but the aniline color is cheaper, and I am notified by 
four of the leading houses exporting to the United 
States that they use the cheaper material. One of 
these four houses writes as follows: 

“‘The fruits invoiced by us are colored with “rose 
nouveau,” a dye authorized in France after analysis 
by the Municipal Laboratory of Paris. All our labels 
bear the mention “artificially colored,” to conform to 
the American custom house regulation. The boxes 
of “chinois verts,’’ plums, and angelicas, although con- 
taining no coloring matter, bear the mention “colored 
with sulphate of copper,” in order to prevent any pos- 
sible difficulty with the customs.” ’ 


“The ‘rose nouveau’ is a methylated and ethylated 
derivative of coal tar, and may be purchased of 
Jacques Sauce & Cie., Les Mureaux, Seine et Oise; L. 
Legludic & Cie., 20 Rue des Francs-Bourgeois, Paris 

3); and Perigne, Lesault & Cie., 6 Rue de Thorigny, 
3e, Paris. The price per kilogram (2.20 pounds) is 
from $4.82 to $11.58, according to the quantity taken, 
mark, etc. 

“Jacques Sauce & Cie. advise me that their ‘rose 
nouveau’ is likewise utilized in the manufacture of 
colored biscuits, sometimes alone and sometiines mixed 
with dry carmine, which they also sell. Carmine may 
be obtained in liquid form from L. Fichot-Landrin, 15 
Rue Montorgueil, Paris; Perigne, Lesault & Cie. (ad- 
dress above), and A. Durban, 35 Rue des Francs- 
Bourgeois, Paris. This cochenille color is more ex- 
pensive, of course, than the other. 


CHANGING COLOR DOES NOT IMPROVE VALUE. 


“Although I am not asked to moralize, but to fur- 
nish facts, I venture to suggest that the future of Cal- 
ifornia preserved fruit ana every other natural prod- 
uct may be improved in the long run if the packers 
will carefully refrain from the exercise of those mere- 
ly decorative arts presumed to appeal to the public 
taste. It may be doubted if any great portion of the 
consuming public is either deceived or flattered by 
the artificial gorgeousness of fruits which have been 
boiled until their natural color has departed and then 
dipped in aniline dye. Though the preparation may 
be perfectly harmless, it certainly contributes nothing 
to the excellence of the finished article, and the knowl- 
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edge of these facts tends to hold in check the public 
demand. 

“The use of sulphur bleach upon thin-shelled al- 
monds has actually diminished the demand for these 
nuts in this country, I am told, for the reason that the 
kernels are sooner or later affected, acquiring an 
acrid taste that nobody likes. As applied both to al- 
monds and walnuts the sulphur bleaching process is, 
furthermore, frequently a species of mild fraud, as it 
enables the dealer to mix nuts of old and new crops 
and different countries, give them the same shade, and 
get the same price. It is presumed that public taste 
requires a nicely bleached nut although I know of no 
intelligent individual who really objects to the hon- 
est color of a walnut or almond shell, especially when 
that color is a guarantee of the quality of the ker- 
nels.” 

PROCESS OF COLORING. 

Vice-Consul Brown sends from Lyon the follow- 
ing directions for coloring cherries: 

“The fruit is selected, washed, stemmed and spread 
upon flat frames of wood, underneath which are sub- 
vals basins of sulphur are placed; the cherries are sub- 
jected to the fumes of the ignited sulphur until they 
are of a uniform color, which is usually yellow. A 
quantity of the coloring matter (rose nouveau) is dis- 
solved in a liter of cold water. Then the cherries are 
placed in an earthen pot with a little of the coloring 
liquid, dissolved sugar, and glucose, glucose being 
used only in sufficient quantity to prevent crystalliza- 
tion and souring and keep the fruit soft. The mass, 
after mixing, is turned into copper kettles and boiled 
slowly for about ten minutes. It is then all turned 
back into the earthen vessel and allowed to cool for 
two or three days to permit the coloring matter to 
permeate the fruit. If the color is not as desired a 
very little more coloring matter is added and the above 
process is repeated sometimes fifteen or twenty times, 
or until the desired color is obtained and the glace 
process finished. 

“My informant tells me that 1% kilos (kilo, 2.20 
pounds) of this coloring matter is sufficient to treat 
10,000 kilos of cherries. The fresh cherries cost about 
6 to 7 cents a kilo and after being treated by this 
process they are sold at 36 to 42 cents per kilo.”

Food Experiments. 


The amount of common sense used by the average 
food faddist in experimenting to back up his food 
theories is illustrated in a recent incident at a New 
York legislative hearing. An up-state physician has 
a bill before the legislature to prohibit the sale or 
storage of undrawn poultry. At previous hearings he 
has made the claim that “thousands have been poi- 
soned” by eating poultry which had been marketed 
without removing the entrails. Naturally such sweep- 
ing assertions sent a thrill of horror through the un- 
initiated poultry eater. But at hearings on the bill 
the physician was unable to show that any practical 
experiments had been made to prove his charges. So 
he determined to remedy this defect in his argument, 
and at another hearing last week announced that he 
had made extensive experiments with drawn and un- 
drawn fowls. 

It was here that a bright poultryman tripped up the 
earnest doctor and exposed the absurdity of his meth- 
ods. The physician had shown how his fowls had 
suffered from decomposition after being put on ice. 
Apparently doubting the proper refrigeration of the 
fowls, the poultryman drew the positive assertion from 
the doctor that he had put the chickens in an icebox 
within three minutes after they had been killed and 
dressed! Even the members of the committee had to 
smile at this, and the food crank had little more to say 
after the poultryman had remarked that it was not 
surprising the fowls did not keep when they had been 
put on ice with all the animal heat in the body. 

It is the first rule in the slaughtering of any meat, 
animal or fowl, that the carcass must be allowed to 
cool gradually before low temperatures are applied. 
This poison-obsessed physician undoubtedly meant to 
prove his theories by practical experimentation, but 
unfortunately for his case he used no more common 
sense than is usual with the food crank when he goes 
about such a task.—National Provisioner. 





Tin-Plate Industry. 

Consul D. W. Williams, of Cardiff, reports that 
there is a marked depression in the tin-plate trade 
of Wales. It began to be felt when the disturbances 
occurred last year in the Russian oil field. 

In 1904 Russia bought 30,530 tons of tinned plates 
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Sanitary Cans 
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and tinned sheets from the Welsh makers, but its de- 
mand fell off rapidly during the last months in 1905, 
and it has now practically disappeared, for the Welsh 
exports to Russia during the three months ending 


March 31, 1906, amounted to only 219 tons. There 
has been also a steady falling off in the exports to 
Canada and the United States, as indicated by the 
following table, comparing the first quarter in 1906 
with the corresponding period in 1905:

The exports to Germany, Holland, Belgium, France, 
Portugal, India and Australia during the same period 
show slight increases, but there was a net decrease 
in the total exports for the quarter, as they fell to 
91,771 tons, as compared with 95,659 tons for the 
corresponding quarter in 1905. The new German 
tariff led to purchases in anticipation, which swelled 
the Welsh exports during the past six months, but 
they have now ceased, which adds to the depression. 
Overproduction is another cause. The great improve- 
ments occasioned by the struggle to neutralize the ef- 
fects of the American tariff have largely increased 
the capacity of the Welsh tin mills, and in depression 
the competition is felt more. The high price of tin 
is another item which, by adding to first cost, handi- 
caps the makers. The prices rose Saturday, April 7, 
1906 to £174 ($846.77) a to, the highest for many 
years. The prices of other materials are higher than 
they were last year. 

The effect of the depression has been the terminat- 
ing of the twenty-eight-day contracts with the men 
and the inaugurating of week to week or day to 
day contracts. Some mills have stopped, and many 
others will be forced to stop unless conditions change.

Canada’s Fisheries. 


Consul-General Holloway sends from Halifax, Nova 
Scotia, an article from the Halifax Chronicle relative 
to “wealth from the sea,” which is of general interest, 
In part it is as follows: 

The annual report of the fisheries branch of the de- 
partment of marine and fisheries, which has just been 
issued, contains merely a very general reference to the 
fisheries of the past season, the returns from which 
promise to equal, if not exceed, the highest aggregate 
in the history of the industry. The total value of the 
fish products of Canada in 1904 was $23,516,000. 
With one exception, in 1901, when a phenomenal catch 
of salmon in British Columbia swelled the total value 
of that year’s fisheries beyond $25,000,000, this is the 
largest aggregate on record. 

The following statement shows the values of the 
principal commercial fish (above $100,000) for the 
year 1904: Salmon, $3,869,545; lobsters, $3,691,151; 
cod, $3,643,654; herring, $2,156,489; whitefish, $1,- 
058,812; sardines, $790,441; halibut, $784,564; trout, 
$782,140. 





Food for Germany. 


A British consul in Germany covers the agricultural 
statistics of the latter Empire in a recent publication 
by the foreign office at London, from which is 
learned : 

“According to the last ‘occupations’ census of 
1895, out of a population of 51,770,000 there depend- 
ed on agriculture and kindred pursuits 18,501,300 
persons, compared with 19,225,450 out of 45,222,000 
in 1882. It is estimated that not over one-third of 
the 60.000,000 inhabitants of Germany were agricul- 
turists in 1905, indeed the constant complaints as to 
the scarcity of agricultural laborers would seem to 
justify the inference that the proportion is even 
smaller. 

“In the course of the last twenty years the German 
area in cultivation of cereals and potatoes has changed 
very little; as regards wheat and barley it has re-

does not spot the cans; does not rust the cans. Makes a clean, bright 
seam, leaves the can clean—no flux is more efficient, no flux is more 
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mained practically the same, viz., in 1905, 4,695,000 
and 3,954,000 acres, respectively. The staple bread- 
stuff, rye, claimed 5 per cent more acreage in 1905 
than in 1884, and stood at 15,184,000 acres. The oats 
area increased 11 per cent from 1884 to 1905, when 
10,324,000 acres were planted. The potato acreage 
increased 13 per cent in this period, and amounted to 
8,228,000 acres last year. Spelt (a German hard- 
grained wheat) alone declined from 9,202,000 acres in 
1884 to 7,724,000 in 1905. 

“The German crops of 1905 were not particularly 
satisfactory, the average yield of rye, wheat, barley, 
anc oats being considerably below that of the last two 
to five years. The potato crop, on the other hand, 
was plentiful; hay, clover, and lucerne very fair.” 





Growing Cucumbers for Pickles. 

In my experience I have found a medium light, 
loamy soil best adapted for cucumbers, writes I’. L. 
Corsa, Long Island, N. Y., in the American Agricul- 
turist. I usually plow the land selected for this crop 
about May 15 and spread it with 14 loads of well- 
rotted stable manure per acre. I run over this several 
times with a disk harrow thoroughly incorporating the 
manure in the soil. It is then marked out so that the 
hills are four feet apart each way. I usually put a 
handful of good, commercial fertilizer in each hill, 
mixing it with the soil. 

The best time to plant in this section is on or about 
June 15. I put from six to eight seeds in the hill. 
This allows for infertile seéds and damage by bugs. I 
have not had much trouble with insects-as yet, but in 
some sections they are very destructive to cucumber 
vines. Care should be taken in planting not to get the 
seed too close to the fertilizer, as it is apt to burn the 
young plants, especially if the weather is dry. 

After the plants appear, I cultivate twice a week, 
keeping the ground loose and moist. The plants are 
hoed thoroughly until they are about six inches high, 
when they are thinned out to four or five good, strong 
plants in each hill. This insures a good, even growth 
of vines that bear uniformly. To prevent damage by 
blight and insects, | spray with bordeaux as soon as 
the third leaf appears. This is followed up once a 
week as long as the plants last. By spraying regu- 
larly, I have kept my plants green until frost destroys 
them. I prefer to mix my own bordeaux as I am sure 
than it is made right. At the first spraying, I use four 
pounds bluestone with sufficient lime (four to six 
pounds) to stand the test, to a 40-gallon barrel of 
water. As the vines grow older, I increase the amount 
of bluestone to six pounds per 40 gallons. 

Picking usually commences six weeks after planting. 
Some of my pickles are taken to the local factory, for 
which I receive from $2 to $3 per thousand. Some 
are shipped to the New York market, for which | 
sometimes get a better price for good green pickles, 
3 to 6 inches long. In a favorable season they should 
vield from 75,000 to 100,000 good, straight cucumbers 
per acre, besides the crooked ones which I sell by the 
barrel. There are a great many varieties of cucum- 
bers to choose from, but I prefer the Green Prolific 
and Early Cluster. They are the two hardy growing 
sorts in this section. I save my own seed each year 
from the large, ripe cucumbers. 


Trade of the United States With Africa. 

Trade of the United States with Africa in the fiscal 
year 1905 aggregated about 30 million. dollars, the 
smallest total since 1900. The commerce of the United 
States with that continent reached its highest level in 
1903, when the total was 51 million dollars, compared 
with 3014 millions in 1900, 14 millions in 1905, and 
10 millions in 1890. Importations from Africa in 1905 
were valued at 11 1-3 million dollars, an increase of 
nearly 2 millions compared with the preceding year 
and of 4 millions compared with 1895. Exports to 
Africa in 1905 aggregated 18% millions, against 24% 
millions in 1904 and 7 millions in 1895. The decrease 
in our exports to Africa is but a reflection of the re- 
duction of its.general imports since 1903. 

The imports from British South Africa in 1905 were 
valued at $628,249, of which $316,292, or over one- 
half, represented feathers and downs, and $259,000 
hides and skins. A noteworthy feature of our imports 
is the absence of diamonds, despite the fact that South 
Africa is the world’s greatest diamond producer and 
the United States is a large importer of diamonds. 
This anomaly is accounted for by the fact that prac- 
tically the entire diamond output is shipped direct to 
Great Britain or to the Netherlands, the chief center 
of the diamond-cutting industry, and reshipped thence 
to various countries.
